The exi.^ting para 293 shall be amended under:— 
*‘293(1). Tn order to increase the unit value of export 
of cut and polished diamonds by use of appropriate 
rough materials, the re-export of imported diamonds 
(uncut and unpolished), other than those supplied by 
the agencies referred to in para 291 above, may be 
allowed subject to the following conditions

(i) (a) Tn case import is made from DTC, London, the 
ro-export shall not exceed 5 per cent of the value of the 
uncut/unpolished d iamonds imported; 

(b) In case imports are made directly from th« mines, 
in the run-of-the mine condition, re-export shall not 
exceed 10 percent of the value of the uncut and un¬ 
polished diamonds imported: 

(c) In case imports are made from sources other than 
(a) & (b) above, the re-export shall not exceed 5 per 
cent of the value of the uncut/unpolished diamonds 
imported; and 

(ii) Ro-export made in accordance with these provisions 
will be eligible for import replenishment at the rate of 
100 per cent of the c.i.f. value minus foreign exchange 
cost of such re-export of uncut and unpolished diamonds 
including commission, etc. ,i.e. only net receipt of foreign 
exchange after meeting all expenses of such re-exports 
will be reckoned. 


(2) Appheation for replenishment licneces against re¬ 
export of such rough diamonds may be submitted to 
the regional licensing authority concerned alongwith: 

(i) Customs attested copies of shipping bills showing 
actual export of rough diamonds during a financial 
year; 

(ii) Photocopy of the REP/Diamond Imprest/DTC 
Imprest licences received by the applicant for the 
financial year in (i) above, and 

(iii) Full particulars relating to expenses for such re¬ 
exports, including commission paid, if any. 

(3) Applications under these provisions should be on 
quarterly/half yearly/yearly basis”. 


3. In respect of the category covered by sub-para 293(l)(i)(c) of the policy, these provisions will apply to the 
re-export of only those rough diamonds which have been imported after the issue of this Public Notice. 

4. The above amendments have been made in public interest.
